any port in Great Britain, fach commiffioner being fatisfied that 
fuch officer or feaman is unferviceable, fhall fign the fame on the 
certificate, and forthwith tranfmit fuch certificate, and fick 
ticket, to the commiffioners of the navy, at their board, who, 
within four days after the receipt thereof, are required to caufe 
a proper ticket, or pay lift, to be made out for the wages due to 
fuch officer or feaman, and to fend fuch ticket, or pay lift, 
without delay, tothe commiffioner at fuch port, who fhall caufe 
immediate payment of the wages to be made, without fee or re- 
ward, to fuch officeror feaman; who, notwithftanding fuch 
difcharge, fhall be maintained in fuch hofpital, or fick quarters, 
from the time he fhall prefent the certificate, and fick ticket, 
until the payment fhall be made. 

XI. Ihe payment of tickets, certificates, or pay lifts, fhall

any collection in Greet Britain, or the clerk of the cheque at 
any dock yard; the captain, or commander, is ftriétly required 
to caufe four lifts to be made out of the perfons fo defirin« to 
make fuch remittances, amd fhall tranfmit fuch lifts, by the 
firft fafe opportunity, without delay, tothe commiflioners of the 
navy, at their board, who, on receipt thereof, fhall inmedi- 
ately make out two bills purfuant to the directions of the act, 
for the payment of the wages fo allotted by each perfon; one 
of 
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of which bills fhall be fent to the perfons refpectively fpecified in 
fuch lifts, and the other to fuch receiver, collector, or clerk of 
the cheque: and if the perfon to whom any fuch bill is fent, 
fhall, within fix months from the date thereof, produce and de-

employed by or under him, hath taken any fee, reward, gra- 
tuity, difcount, or deduction, on account of payment of any 
fuch bill, fuch commiffioners may fine fuch offender in any fum 
mot excceding fifty pounds. 

XV. The wages, pay, and allowances, earned by any in- 
dentured apprentice, fhall be paid to his mafter, as hath been 
ufual, unlefs fuch apprentice was above eighteen years of age 
when his indentures were executed, or fhall be rated as a fer- 
vant to any officer to whom fuch apprentice(hip is not known ; 
in which cafe, fuch officer fhall be intitled to the pay and wages 
of fuch fervant, according to the ufual practice of the navy, un- 
til fuch officer fhall be informed of fuch apprenticefhip. 

XVI. Captains or commanders of fhips are to tranfmit from 
time to time to the commiffioners of the navy, at their board, 
complete pay books, lifts, and tickets, and alfo once in every
